RULES FOR CURING MEAT. 


Preparing In Brine Most D«tirabl« For 


Avtrage Farm Conditions. 


All meat that Is to. go luto the cur- 


Ing vessel must be thoroughly cooled 
before It Is packed. It Is also well to 
let it cool thoroughly before attempt- 
lug to cut it into convenient pieces, 
because it is firmer and can be cut 
| into much smoother pieces than when 
It is warm. 


Pork may be dry suited, or cured 


| In briue. the latter being the most 
desirable tor average farm conditions, 
becnusK it requires less attention and 
takes up less room. 
When pork is 


dry cured it is necessary to rebandle 
the meat iiiul rub it several times 
with t^e curing materials used. With 
the briue process, the meat is put In 
[lie vessel, the briue poured over It, and 
:t will not be necessary to handle It 
again until it Is ready to be taken out 
and smoked. 


In cutting tbe pork.' trim nil parts 


smoothly, and remove all scraggy por- 
tions, us they can be used to advantage 
for sausage meat while fresh, but are 
wasted If put through the'curing pro- 
cess. In trimming tbe hams and shoul- 
ders, expose as little of the lean meat 
as Is necessary, because tbe action of 
the salt while in process of curing will 
make tbe lean meat hard.

ica was much warmer than It is now." 
The remains of the now extinct mam- 
molh, for instance, which are found 
nil over the continent, and especially iii 
the northern part thereof, prove that a 
tropical climate prevailed here at a 
very recent date, geologically speaking. 
There are. of course, other evidences, 
but the conclusion to be drawn from 
the mammoth is enough to convince us 


j that where the temperate (or colder) 


climate now is there once prevailed n 
hot climate, such as the now extinct 
monsters luxuriated In for centuries.
